Resolutions of a Chicago Labor 
Gathering. 


STRIKE 
OF SOLDIERS ADVOCATED. 


National G uard ('<>un» « >le<l by the Tra« le 
and Labor Aasembly to Lajr Down Th» dr 
Arina lluratiet* Their Service» D uring the

Chicag o , Sept. 17.—Failure to pay the 
statu m ilitia fur services rendered during 
the recent strike was the subject of a full 
hour’s discussion a t yesterday’» m eeting 
of tins Trade nud Labor Assembly.

advising the m ilitiamen to lay dow n their 
arms and refuse It* take them up ag ain. 
The full text of the resolution is a« fol­ 
lows: 
“ Whereas, It has come to the attention 
of the T rade and Labor Assembly th at 
widespread and justifiable dissatisfaction 
exista iu the ranks of the state militia, 
which has at last reached the hig h state 
of open m utiny, 
commonly know n in 
labor circles as » trike, on account of back 
pay due them from the state of 
Ill­ 
inois for service» rendered a few corpora­ 
tions and capitalists; and 
“ Whereas, these few capitalists and cor­ 
porations were, so as not to put the state 
to still g reater expm se, req uested by the 
g overnor 
to 
voluntarily 
advance 
the 
money needed to pay oil those who had 
been used to protect them in their a g ­ 
g ressive a ttitude « g ainst striking w ork­ 
men; therefore 
“ Resolved, T hat the Trade and Labor 
Assembly extends its sym pathy to the 
striking members of the state militia, and 
hereby calls attention to the fact th a t as 
employes of corporations they occupy the 
same position in reg ard to the wag e q ues­ 
tion as the striking members of labor 
unions, whose just dem ands they are so 
freq uently used to defeat, and th a t as now 
used they should realize th a t the state 
militia, while acting as such, have been 
diverted from tlie orig inal purpose as the 
g uardians ol the peace of the com m on­ 
wealth and have been used to do police 
duty for private corporations.
